CALLED WINDIEST 
PLACE ON EARTH 


Certain parts of the world are 
famous on account of the winds 
which are experienced in these 


regions. 


For instance, in the Falkland 
Islands, that well-known group in 
the South Atlantic, the wind is 
unpleagantiy strong for fully three 
hundred Gays in the year. 

Often it blows so hard that peo- 
ple walking In exposed sitiuations 
are blown down by the force of 
the gale, no building would stand 
uniess they were specially ovn- 
structed to withstand such high 
and steadily wind pressure. 

it is however, that the 
windiest in all the world is Cape 
Prince of Wales. which i« the most 
westerly point of the Seward Pen- 
insula of Alaéka 

The chief feature of the cape is 
a mountain which te more than 
2000 feet high, and the peak is 
attacked by storms which sweep 
from the north virtually through- 
out the year. 

The bitter, freezing arctic wind 
blows so strongly and continuous- 
ly that, on the north side of the 
mountain, the rocks are always 
coated with masses of strange snow 
crystals, which often as#ume thie 
moct fantastic shapes, This is so 
even in the middle of the short 
summer, which season lasts only 
a few weeks in these northern 
regions.

GET HIGHER RATE 

“In the earlier part of Novem- 
ber, 1924. flour mills of Mexico, 
particularly in Vera Cruz, asked 
the Mexican government to protect 
the Mexican flour milling industry 
by raising the duty on flour from 
8 centavos tog’ centavos per kilo 
and reducing the duty on wheat 
from 4 centavos to 4 centavos per 
kilo. This was done. The decree 
Was passed on November 20, 1924. 
Since that time the import of 
American fiour has practically 


Prior to that time there was im- 
ported from 35,000 to 36,000 bar- 
rels of American flour per month 
into Mexico. 

“Thé rise in the price of wheat 
in the United States and Canada 
has so far, however, evented the 
importation of either/American or 


Canadian wheat. effort 


umed in the country, the remain- 
aa 40 per cent being imported. 
This varies somewhat each year, 
depending upon whether the crop 
is good or bad in Mexico, but the 
above is a fair average. 

“american wheat usually is con- 
sidered necessary in this country 
to raise the grade of the flour as 
it makes a better grade than when 
native wheat is used exclusively. At 
the present time, however, the 
bread is said to be made if emali- 
er loaves and of a lewer grade than 
when the bakeries used to mix 
American flour with the domestic 
product. 

“The net consequence seems to 
be that the price of flour has risen; 
all of the Mexican wheat apparent- 
ly is used up, and there will either 
be a further decrease in quality of 
bread or a further rise in the 
price of flour. 

“An interesting feature of the 
situation ts that the government is 
losing considerable revenue by the 
dearth of import duties on four. 
The annual income to the Mexican 
government from import duties and 
consular fees before the duties were 
increased was about 3,612,000 pesos 
per annum. There is also a loss 
of revenue to the National Rallways 
of Mexico, which received approx- 
imately 1,500,000 pesos for the 
transportation of this flour. Thus 
the net loss of revenue is about 
6,000,000 pesos. 

DISCRIMINATORY RATES 

“In this connection it should be |, 
said that the railways also discrim- 
inate against flour In freight rates 
as compared to domestic flour. For 
instante, from Alvarado, Vera Cruz, 
to Mexico City the rate on domes- 
tie flour in carload is 18.03 pesos 
per ton. On foreign flour, how- 
ever, the rate is 27.34 pesos per 


ton. 

“Tt is estimated that American 
flour will always sell about 2 pesos 
over the price of the domeéstic 
flour, due to the fact that there is 
a great demand for it, but the 
present handicap of difference is 
too great to overcome. There is 
at present tn Mexico considerable 


agitation for a reduction of the 
duty on flour. Even if that does 
not take place, however, it is 


considerable increased importation 
of American wheat to supply the 
demand, as Mexico's crop will not 
_ ready to harvest before next 
uly.

dead Maya Empire. This was 
announced here today by Tulane 
University in a brief cablegram 
from its expedition, which, for 
the last month has been exploring 
in little known fields in and 
around the Tehuantepec region 
of Mexico.

HOW WEATHER AFFECT 
THE BLOOD PRESSURE 


Almost everyone is now ¢amiliar 
with the method wsed by the 


physician in finding out the blood 
pressure of the patient. Usually 
he wrape a rubber cuff about the 
patient's arm, then he inflates 
this with air so that it will con- 
strict the arm. The cuff is con- 
nected through a tube either with 
a column of mercury or with a 
epring device that has a dial, on 

which a needle records figures 
equivalent to the height of the 
mercury column. Then by feeling 
the disappearance and reappear- 
ance of the pulse seat, and by list- 
ening to certain sounds made by 
the blood in the vessels in the 
arm, the physician records the 
blood pressure at various phases of 


Although hundreds of thousands 
of obeervations have been 
many facts are being learned dally. 
The normal  bioced pressure is 
around 120 millimeters of mer- 
cury as measured on the scale at- 
tached to the mercury column. Dr- 
Virgil C. Kinney reported a case of 
aman suffering with heart and 
kidney disease whose blood pres- 
sure reached 306 millimeters of 
mercurv:

An unusual observation made by 
Dr. Kinney is the effect of changes 
of the weather on blootl pressure. 
He suggests that the majority of 
apoplectic etrokes coincide with 
great atmospheric disturbance. 
Thue he has noted that the blood 
pressure changes in the winter 
months after a warm epell with 
much humidity. _when the wind 
suddenly swings to the north and 
the temperature drops to sero, the 
air becoming very dry. At such 
times many patients with disturbed 
blood pressure have shown a sud- 
den rise or fall of from ten to 
thirty points. When the reverse 
condition occurs in the summer, 
there may be sudden changes in 
blood pressure.—[ Kansas City 
Star

NEW YORK, April 26. — The 
process of seasonal readjustment tn 
industry made further headway 
last week, but failed to lft gen- 
eral business from its present state 
of lassitude. The underlying pe- 
sition of trade continued satisfac- 
tory, but resalts of spring opera- 
tions in nmiost lines of activity 
proved disappointing to those who 
expected a progressive expansion. 

With the exception of the au- 
tomeobile industry, the trend of the 
principal producing division has 
been toward lower levels. 

Bteel operations provided the 
best measure of general business 
activity. The Bethlehem Steel 


Corporation, the country’s second 
largest producer, reported that op- 
erations of 70 per cent compared 
with an average of 77.5 per cent 
of capacity through the first quar- 
ter. Surveys of the weekly trade 
reviews left little doubt that the 
trend was toward a reduction of 
activity and that price cuts of key 
products were becoming more pro- 
nounced. 

Despite the less favorable con- 
ditions which prevailed in March, 
the Bethlehem Corporation was 
able to increase its net income 
for the first quarter of the year 
more than $1,000,000 over the final 
period of 1924. Preliminary esti- 
mates indicated that the United 
States Steel Corporation's earnings 
will be from $7,000,000 to $8,000,- 
000,000 larger. 

Two significant factors in the 
present trade situation were out- 
lined last week by Eugene Grace, 
president of the Bethlehem Steel 


Corporation. One was the nar- 
row margin between selling prices 
and coste of production which he 


asserted wo require an early 
correction. 

The other was the tendency of 
customers-to limit their purchases 
to immediate requirements, confi- 
dent that the enormous increase 
in capacity of all lines of busi- 
ness during the war would assure 
them quick service and delivery 
should a sudden demand for their 
products develop. 

Freight traffic was maintained at 
levels well above last year, but «@ 
bulge tn coal loadings offset de- 
creased shipments of grain and 
merchandise. The Union Pacific 
Raliroad, the first large system to 
report March earrings. showed a

WASHINGTON, April 26. -— A 


marked decrease in the number of 
horses and mules of working age 
that may amount to an acute 
shortage seems certain within five 
years, says the Department of 
Agriculture.

A. M. McKenney. former news- 
paper editor of San Bernardino, 
yesterday recalled an Incident of 
Judge Bledsoe’s career as a Bupe- 
rior judge of San Bernardino coun- 
ty, which, he believes, throws tn- 
teresting Ught on a little-known 
side of the judee's character. 

Two girls were brought before 
Judge Bledsoe on delinquency 
charges. Unknown to him or to 
anyone else, they were members 
of prominent Los Angeles families. 
They had gotten into a youthful 
scrape and, through an accidental 
combination of circumstances, had 
been sent to the Whittier Reform 
School, from which they escaped. 
Under the assumed names used at 
the time of their arrest, they made 
their way to San Bernardino, veek- 
ing to avoid the homes they 
thought they had disgraced. They 
were arrested again there and be- 
came the- unintentional crux of «@ 
bitter political campaign then in 
progress in the Gate City. 

McKenney, political enemy of 
Judge Bledsoe, champloned the 
girls’ cause. The city administra- 
tion and Judge Bledsoe's friends 
were on the other side. Judge 
Bledeoe heard the case, examined 
the girls and turned them loose, 
notwithstanding that it was at the 
lows of political capital. 

Subsequent events proved that 
the girls had been the innocent 
victims of circumstances through- 
out.
